ER LIST NOT RELEASED 


Kissinger stops over 
at Lod after talks 
with Assad on PoWs

TS. Secretary Henry Kissinger 
is believed to have suggested 
himself, or some international 
body such as the Red Cross, to 
take the middleman's role and 
thereby break the impasse be- 
tween Israe] and Syria and open 
the way to disengagement talks 
between the two countries. The 
middleman would receive a list 
of PoWs from Syria as the open- 
ing step in disengagement con- 
tacts. Israel would receive the list 
αἵ ἃ later stage. 

Dr. Kissinger is thought to 
have discussed this idea — and 
variations. of it - with both 
President Assad and Israeli min- 
isters during his visits to Damas- 
cus and Lod yesterday. He was 
apparently referring to it when 
he spoke of the “constructive 
ideas” that he was bringing with 
him from Damascus to Pod. 

The Secretary did not obtain 
from the Syrian ruler the list of 
PoWs without which Israel has 
said no progress towards dis- 
engagement is possible. But nei- 
ther did he encounter the obdu- 
rate refusal by President Assad 
to release the list which he had 
met on his previous visit to Da- 
mascus in December. 

This time the Svrien leader was 
willing to hold constructive discus- 
sion for over four hours on ways 
in which disengagement talks could 
get started. 

President Assad seems to have 
been considerably influenced in this 


by Egypt's President Sadat who . 


spent nine hours in Damascus on 
Saturday explaining the benefits of 
the disengagement agreement he 
himself had concluded with Israel 
on the Suez front. 

For the present, it seems, Presi- 
dent Assad is not prepared to for- 
go the continued exploitation of the 
PoW question as a 1 ii coun- 
ter. AS a precedent for this be- 
haviour he cites that of the North 
Vietnamese who used U.S. PoWs in 
thefr hands in precisely the same 
way during the peace talks with 
Dr, Kissinger. 

However, Mr, Assad now appears 
to be countenancing the possibility 
of releasing the list of names be- 
fore negotiations on a disengage- 
ment begin — provided a formula 
can be evolved which will entail no 
Joss of face for him. 

Dr. Kissinger talked at Ben- 
Gurion Airport with Deputy Pre- 
mier Allon and Foreign Minister 
Eban for some 90 minutes. Be- 
fore leaving he said his talks in

COLDER TODAY 
Storms whip centre and south; dangerous 


snow expected in mountains 


Jerusalem Poet Staff 

Storms swept the centre and 
southern part of the country on Sa- 
‘turday nleht and yesterday, causing 
8. massive power failure which pa- 
ralysed almost half the country's 
generating capacity for a short 
while yesterday afternoon. 

The weather today wil! in all tike- 
hood be still more violent, with 
thunderstdrms, rain, snow and high 
winds, according to the forecast. 
The winds, however, will not be 35 
strong as yesterday when they 
reached ‘a strength of about 80 k-p.h. 
in Jerusalem. It will be considerably 
colder. 

Snow was expected to fall Jast 
night in all the mountain and hill 
areas, including Jerusalem. Heavy 
snowing was reported fran Ramal- 
lah early last night. 

The Jerusalem Municipality's 
Emergency Headquarters cailed 
upon all drivers last night to 
leave thelr private vehicles at 
home if snow begins falling. It 
warned that vehicles which get 
stuck in the middle of streets 
will be pushed to the side. Resi- 
dents were asked to prepare a 
Minimal food supply. An an- 
nouncement about schoo! opening 


in the event of snow will be 

broadcast in the morning. 

Trouble at the Reading IV power 
staHion in Tel Aviv early yesterday 
afternoon, caused by the storm, pa- 
ralyzed for a short while nearly halt 
the country’s generating capacity 
and Immediately resulted in sporadic 
power cuts throughout the country, 
mainiy in the south. By chain reac- 
vion, the stoppage of the two 214- 
megawatt unite at IV algo 
halted the smaller un#ts at Ashdod, 
but Electric Corporation engineers 
gradually managed to put most of 
the units back tnto opereticn. 

By seven last night one 214- 
megawatt unit at reading was atill 
in immobilized. Electric ἴ 
spokesman Yosef Friedlaender said 
thet work on the anit would con- 
tinue throughout the night and that 
the engineers fioped to regain it 
soon. Until then brief cuts in sup- 
ply would continue in various parts 
of the country. 

In the Dan region, the power 
failure resuited in mammoth traffic 
tle-ups during the early afternoon 
rush hours yesterday. Shortly after 
one o'clock, the traffic lghts in Tel

Property for 
PoWs urged 


Israel should show consideration 
for Egyptian property in areas 
about to be evacuated by the Israel 
army only on condition that Egypt 
and Syria show similar consider- 
ation for Israel prisoners and men 
missing in action, This was the 
gist of a statement issued yester- 
day by Moshe Barnea, chairman of 
the Action Committee for the Re- 
lease of Prisoners of War, in a 
comment on an Egyptian request 
that Israel refrain from “scorching 
the earth” before it withdraws. 

The committee iy demanding that 
egypt allow Israt}“search parties 
to comb areas: πον “occupied by 
Egyptian troops, to look for the 
bodies of men declared missing in 
action and to identify the finds and 
bring them back to Israel for 
burial. It was noted that now is 
the last chance — ‘before the dis- 


engagement goes into effect. 


Friday, Israel and its army started 
to move towards the unknown. While 
Egypt announces it will break the 
agreement when it sees fit, Allon 
and Dayan speak light-heartedly of 
Egypt's peace intentions.” 

Mr. Begin protested that, “after 
ΒΟ many years under this lighthead- 
ed government, we now have to ask 
the U.S. to sell us rifles." He urged 
that “this government of deception 
and fallure be replaced by 2 national 
unity government.” 

The star of the evening was Aluf

Coalition prospectives 


to thrash 


out policy

The four parties who are prospective components of the new 
government met yesterday afternoon in Jerusalem under the chair- 
manship of Finance Minister Pinbas Sapir and decided to set up 
four sub-committees ‘to try and hammer out an agreed policy plat- 
form. The four are the Alignment, the National Religious, the Inde- 
pendent Liberals and Citizens Rights. 


The ΝῊΡ representatives sai 
that the policy platform of the out- 
going Coalition, plus the decisions 
of the Cabinet over the past four 
years, should serve the next Co- 
altion very well. 

But the ΤΩΡ representatives de- 
scribed the former policy platform 
as “ridiculous” in certain aspects 
simce it no longer fitted in with 
present realities. 

After Alignment Secretary-Gen- 
eral Aharon Yadlin that 
gome revision might be desirable 
on small points, the conference 
agreed to set up a sub-committee 
on political policy, chaired by Min- 
ister-without-Portfolio Israel Galil. 

Mr. Sapir will chair a sub-com- 
Taittee on economic and social is- 
sues. Mr. Yadlin will chair a sub- 
committee on administrative struc- 
ture iwhich covers proposals to cre- 
ate a National Security Council 
and revitalize the old Committee of 
Cabinet Ministers on Security). 
The Alignment's Halm Zadok will 
chair a sub-committee dealing with 
problems of State and Religion, 
such as the NRP's demand that the 
law be amended to stipulate that 
conversions to Judaism should be 
solely according to Halacha. 

The sub-committees are due to 
complete their deliberations by 
Tuesday of next week when the 
four parties will again confer in 
full delegations. A. new government 
cannot be expected before then. 

Nevertheless, President Ephraim 
Katzir yesterday continued his 
round of ‘consultations with the 
Parties represented in the new 
Knesset and received a delegation 
of the Aguda Front (Agudat Israel 
and Poale Agudat Israel}. 

Aguda leader Shlomo Lorincz said 
his bloc would be very happy to 
join a coalition if the “Who's a 
Jew" law were amended, if Sab- 
bath work were prohibited, post- 
tmortems banned, and similar policy 
changes made in the religious 
sphere. 

The meeting lasted over an ‘hour 
and a half. 

The parties’ fixed schedule of 
meetings with the President, marred 
by last week's blizzard, may be 
completed today.

Diaspora rabbis 
call for halachic 
conversions only

An impassioned plea to the Gov- 
ernment to amend the Law of the 
Return so that it would recognize 
only those conversions performed by 
halacha was issued yesterday by a 
gathering of chief rabbis from Dias- 
pora countries and delegates from 
the Rabbinical Council of America, 
now convening in Jerusalem. 

Other resolutions called for more 
to be spent on Jewish religious edu- 
cation both in Israel and the Dias- 
Ppora, and called on ‘the Jewish 
people throughout the world to 
“stand by Israel in her hour of 
trial." 

The chief rabbis, from Italy, Ire- 
Jand, Britain, Belgium, South Africa. 
France and Switzerland, were con- 
cluding a three-day convocation at 
Hechal Shlomo, called by Chief Rab- 
bi Shlomo Goren. 

Meanwhile, Rabbi David B. 
Hollander, President of the Rab- 
a events of America, told 

e press Tel Aviv - 
terday that Israel should beware" 
of the Conservative and Reform at- 
tempt to “diseminate their brand of 
so-called Judaism, which wrought 
‘havoc In America.” 


MIXED MARRIAGES 

“Those who perform marriages 
between Jews and non-Jews have 
long ago repudiated the Tora,” said 
Rabbi Holtander. “The Conservatives 
require a special dose of chutzpa to 
lecture the Orthodox, who are the 
sole barrier between authentic Juda- 
ism and ‘creeping assimilation.” 

Rabbi Hollander said that if the 
State of Israel accepts non-Orthodox 
marriages and divorces as valid, it 
will mean the disintegration of 
American Jewry, where “what is 
good enough for Israel is 
enough for them" is a standard at- 
titude. He intimated that the lead- 
ers of the Nationa) Religious Party 
who visited the U.S. two months ago 
pledged to make “the Orthodox stand 
their own in the coalition negotia- 
Hons.” 

The Rabbinical Alliance of Amer- 
ica has a membership of 400. None 
of its members attend the board of 
New York Rabbis. where Conserva- 
tive and Reform rabbis do meet 
with Orthodox rabbis belonging to 
another association.

Electricity quota 
suspension 
until April

HAIFA. — The suspension of re- 
strictions in the use of electricity 
will remain in force for a trial pe- 
riod until April 20, according to the 
director of the Development Minis- 
try’s Electricity Department, George 
Avraham. The restrictions want in- 
to force on December 1. 

The fines that were to have been 
imposed on excess use (from two to 
five times the normal cost) will not 
be collected, Mr. Avraham said, As 
to businessmen who have already 
received summonses from the Police 
for violating the ban on the use of 
electricity for show windows and 
publicity sign tllumination, Mr.. Av- 
raham is studying the position “with 
a view to dropping the charges.” 

Since the war, electricity con- 
sumption has dropped by 20 to 25 
per cent, as a result of lower indus- 
trial production. Mr. Avraham es- 
timated that, since the restrictions 
went into force, domestic users had 
saved eight to 10 per cent, which 
had been the target. He believed 
that the higher rates now im force 
would be sufficent motivation ‘for 
continued saving. 


France float will give 
EEC time to plan — 
monetary cooperation 


PARIS (Reuter). —- France's snap 
decision to float the frane for six 
months was described yesterday as 
an “agonising reappraisal” of ita 
long-established economic and mone- 
tary polictes — but one which could 
allow the Common Market time to 
work towards monetary cooperation. 

A high Finance Ministry official 
said the float, announced on Satur- 
day night, could provide the Com- 
mon Market with a “breathing space 
before starting off European mone- 
tary cooperation on a fresh footing.” 

The West Germans, in. particular, 
have expressed regret at the deci- 
sion, which French Finance Minis- 
ter Valery Giscard d'Estaing ac- 
knowledged on Saturday night would 
momentarily stop progress towards 
‘an EEC economic and mone 
union --- one of France's cherished 
goals. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing justified the 
action by saying thet no real prog- 
ress towards such 2 union was pos- 
sible as long as Italy and Britain 
floated their currencies. 

The Finance Minister also suid the 
float would protect France's cur- 
rency reserves, now totalling almost 
41,000m. frames (3-34,000m.) and 
allow it to increase exports and 
avoid unemployment as the country 
faces a possible balance of payments 
deficit due to higher oil prices. 
Benking and financial sources said 


the decision to float — which they 
termed an “agonising reappraisal" 
— was primarily taken because of 
massive oil price rises. : 


The float affects the commercial 


franc, used for trading and other 
official purposes, which now joins 
the financial franc in rising and 
falling according to the laws of 
supply and demand. 

The financial franc used for tour-

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Bouchiki verdict due this month;

OSLO (UPI). — The trial against 
six Jews charged with involvement 
in the slaying of a Moroccan ended 
yesterday, and the seven-member 
court retired to decide on the ver- 
dict.

The prosecution has claimed that

Today, the name 
of Riyadh ts on everyome's tongue, 
and just about every country in 
Western Europe has sent someone 
there to ask for oil, Not surprising- 
ly, the French seem to have got 
in first. 


The exact details of the Franco- 
Saudi oi] agreements are still ob- 
seure, and possibly still unsettled 

to the official, or mini- 
mum, version it involves nothing 
more dramatic than a private com- 
Miertcial deal between the Arabian. 
company Petromine and the French 
company Elf-Erap. This will give 
France 30 million tons of crude 
oil over the next three years, in 
addition to the annual delivery of 
25 miliion tons, or nearly one-fifth 
of French off imports, which al- 
ready comes from Saudi wells, and 
will be paid for im cash or in 
petro-chemical equipment. 

Something more, however. is cer- 
taimty being prepared by Govern- 
ment ofScials on both sides: an 
agreement which will probably be 
signed and published when M. Mi- 
chel Jobert, the French Foreign 
Minister, visits Saudi Arabia 
this week. The figures mentioned 
here are 40 million toms a year for 
the ποτὲ 20 years, or 800 million 
tons of crude in all.

Eventual- 
ly, it is expecteg to recover about 
one half of the water used for 
domestic or industrial consumption 
(the rest of that water either eva- 
Porates or is soiled beyond re- 
covery), say 300m. cum, However, 
one third of it at most will receive 
full treatment so as to be usable in 
homes or for unrestricted irriga- 


gation, while most of the sewage 
will be partly purified, and wil! 
be utilized for irrigation only with 
special precautions. 

The fly in the ointment is that 
this water will be very expensive, 
Before the war the cost of it was 
estimated at about 40 agorot per 
στα, at the farm's gate. as com-.
